I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  1950, 
a  year  of  steady  progress  in  the  provision  of  new  houses,  in 
the  improvement  of  existing  houses  and  in  .general  environmental 
sanitation. 


There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number 
of  rncasle  and  scarlet  fever  cases  notified,  an  increase  of 
208  measle  cases  and  25  scarlet  fc-ver  casgs,  but  in  most  cases 
the  disease  took  a  very  mild  form.

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance; 
neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from. metals  apart  from  a  minute  trace 
of  iron.  The  hardness  of  the  water  and  its  contents  of  mineral 
and  saline  constituents  in  solution,  arc  very  modcra  oo  and  its 
organic  quality  and  bacterial  purity  arc  of  the  highest  standard. 

These  are  normal  and  very  satisfactory  results  indicative 
of  a  water  which  is  pure  and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable 
for  public  supply  purposes.

I  again  have ‘to  report  that  main  drainage  is  still  not 
available  in  the  village  of  Longford  or  on  West  Drayton  Common. 

As  far  as  Longford  is  concerned  I  consider  that  this  matter  should 
receive  early^at tent  ion  as  the  village  is  quite  built  up  and  the 
condition  of  the  cesspools  in  the  village  is  not  satisfactory • 

The  position  is  also  worsened  by  the  presence  of  i  fruit  bottling 
factory  in  the  village  which  discharges  an  effluent  most  difficult 

to  treat , into  the  village  storm  water  drain.

The  Middlesex  County  Council  end  the  Thames  Conservancy 
Board  are  responsible  for  all  water  courses  in  the  district  and 
during  the  year  under  review  have  carried  out  an  apprcciaole  amount 
of  maintenance  works  to  the  rivers  and  streams  under  their  control.

(a)  Refuse  collection:  This  service  maintains  a  regular 
weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  all  domestic  and  trade  premises 
during  the  year,  in  addition  to  a  daily  collection  at  the  London 
Airport  and  a  twice  weekly  collection  at  the  R.A.F.  Camp  at  West 
Drayton.  There  are  three  vehicles  employed  full-time  on  this 
service,  two  ore  10  cu.yd.  side-loading  vehicles  and  one  is  a 
7  cu.yd.  side-loading  vehicle.  In  addition  a  small  5  cu.yd. 
side-loading  vehicle  was  used  on  two  days  per  week. 

•  (b)  Refuse  disposal;  •  In  addition  to  disposing  of  refuse 

collected  in  the  town  the  Department  arc  responsible  for  the 
disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  collection  in  the  Boroughs 
of  Acton  and  Brentford  &  Chiswick.  During  the  year  under 
review  28,693  tons  were  tipped  at  the  Councilfs  Horton  Lane 
Tip.  All  the  refuse  was  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  rules  for  controlled  tipping  and  no  nuisance 
was  experienced  at  all  during  the  year. 

(c)  Salvage;  In  addition  to  the  disposal  of  the  refuse  a 
certain  amount' of  sorting  was  carried  out  and  the  amount  received 
for  the  sale  of  all  salvage  was  £3,1 64.  11.  3d.

The  Department  employs  one  rodent  operative  for  this  work  who 
carries  out  all  treatment,  the  work  of  supervision  and  investigation 
being  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Generally  speaking,  infestations  have  only  been  small. 

Two  one  ounce  test  baits  of  the  sewers  were  carried  out  and  as 
there  was  only  0  minor  infestation  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  agreed  to  treatment  being  carried  out  only  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  points  where  the  test  baits  were  taken.

London  Airport . 

A  considerable  amount  of  work  bas  been  carried  out  at 
London  Airport  in  connection  With  inspection  of  food  preparing 
premises  and  imported  foodstuffs.  The  Airport  is  a  Customs 
Airport  and  tbe  administrative  area  and  bended  warehouses  are 
v/itbin  tbe  urban  district.  There  has  been  a  considerable 
increase  in  tbe  amount  of  food  imported,  principally  from  the 
Continent  of  Europe  and  a  tonnage  of  170  tons.  3  cwts.  2  lbs. 
was  inspected,  tbe  major  part  of  this  food  consisting  of  meat 
products  and  fish,  particularly  shell  fish.

officials  of  tbe  Council,  particularly  tbe  members  of  my  staff 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  tbe  year  under  review.
